Montgomery Bell State Park is a 
favorite recluse for honeymooners, be¬ 
cause of its modem facilities • • • all 
tucked away in a 5^000-acre forest 
which provides guests with a feeling 
of wilderness seclusion and privacy.

WASHINGTCSJ, D. C. (NAVNEWS).. .Offi- 
cers emd enlisted men are now permit¬ 
ted to hand - carry their dependent’s, 
outpatient treatment records to their 
new duty station. 

Before the records are released to 
the sponsor, the dei)endents* area of 
residence and specific area treatment 
facility must be known; the dei)endent 
must authorize in writing the release 
of the medical records to the sponsor; 
and, the records must not contain in-

fects on the dependent concerned or 
sponsor.

Skin Cancer Danger Cited 


WASHINGTON (AFPS)— 
**1 enjoy a sunny day as much 
as anyone else, but I worry 
that some people might en¬ 
joy the sun too much to be 
careful,” said Dr. Peter N. 
Horvath, Chairman of the 
American Cancer Society, 
District of Columbia Divi¬ 
sion’s Skin Cancer Site Com¬ 
mittee. 

“Being careful,” he ex¬ 
plained, “means taking pre¬ 
cautions against the most 
common form of cancer— 
skin cancer. Overexposure to 
the sun can lead to skin can¬ 
cer. If you turn that thought 
around, you realize that by 
protecting yourself from too 
much sun, you can prevent 
most skin cancer.” 

Approximately 115,000 
Americans will develop skin 
cancer this year, according to 
the (ioctor. Deaths run to 
about 5,000 a year, he said. 

Dr. Horvath explained ^at 
people with fair complexions 
and the elderly are highly 
susceptible to skin cancer. 
Those whose occupations 
keep them under the sun 
must exercise extra care, he 
said. 

Skin cancer is both largely 
preventable and highly cur¬ 
able. The American Cancer 
Society estimates that about 
95 per cent of skin cancer 



cases could be cured if people 
heeded early warning signals 
and reported promptly to a 
physician. Any sore that does 
not heal; ai^ change in the 
size or color of a mole or 
wart should be brought to a 
physician’s attention. 

Sun hats, long sleeves— 
gloves, if need be—and beach 
umbrellas can be weapons 
in the fight to prevent* skin 
cancer. Lotions or ointments 
are helpful. 

“When it comes to the 20th 
Century fondness for sun¬ 
tanning, I can only think of 
the dangers. The chances of 
skin cancer development in¬ 
crease. And, in terms of 
esthetics, the sun can cause 
the skin to age ungracefully,” 
the doctor said.
